WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—The 
Air Force has selected McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. of St. Louis to 


design and construct a recon- 
naissance version of its F-4H 
Phantom II, a supersonic jet 


fighter in use by the Navy, it 
was announced today. 

Pentagon sources said the de- 
cision could mean ‘‘hundreds of 
millions of dollars and thousands 


of jobs’’ for the St. Louis area 
No official figures were made 
public, however 

A spokesman for Senator 
Stuart Symington (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, said an ‘‘authoritative 
source’ estimated that eventual 


value of the projected contract 
will be in “‘the hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars’’ but less than 
half-a-billion dollars. 


A spokesman for McDonnell 
eaid only “minimal changes” 
would be needed in the F-4H to 
equip it for the new Air Force 
mission 


Secret Equipment. 
Principal changes will be mod- 
ifications to enable it to carry 
cameras and other equipment 
needed for reconnaissance mis 
sions. The spokesman said the 
nature of the equipment carried 
is classified as secret. He said 
he did not know whether in its 
new mission the plane would be 
armed or not 

He said there would be 
change in the speed or per- 
formance characteristics of the 
craft. The speedy F-4H holds 
six world speed records. Last 
month, when it set a world 
record of 1606.342 miles an hour, 
the Navy called the plane the 
fastest jet aircraft in the world. 

The Post-Dispatch was told 
that the decision for develop 
ment of a reconnaissance ver- 
sion of the F-4H is only part 
of a much larger proposal sub- 
mitted to the Department of 
Defense by the McDonnell con- 
cern 

Favorable action on the larger 
proposal apparently would more 
than double the amount of new 
business expected by the firm 
from today’s announcement, 

Suggested as Replacement. 

Under the larger proposal, de- 
tails of which were reported 
earlier this month by the Post 
Dispatch, the F-4H was sug- 
gested as a replacement for a 
number of fighter planes now in 
use by the Air Force. 

Estimates of the value of the 
proposed purchase of the plane 
for fighter use ranged upward 
from $500,000,000. There has 
been no announcement of a de- 
cision by the Defense Depart- 
ment on the fighter proposal, 
although there have been re- 
ports that the fiscal 1963 budget, 
to be submitted to Congress 
next month, wil! include funds 
for acquisition of the McDonnell 
fighter by the Air Force 

In a letter to Senator Syming- 
ton, the Defense Department 
said it had been decided that a 
reconnaissance version of the 
F-4H ‘“‘would best meet Air 
Force tactical requirements.”

PALM BEACH, Fla., Dec. 29 
(AP)—President Kennedy is re 
ported ready to propose a new 
farm program, ‘‘modernized for 
the 1960s" and aimed at in- 
creasing farm income 

He went over the details in a 
three-hour session late yester- 
day with Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Orville L. Freeman and key 
advisers at the vacation White 
House 

Freeman said the program has 
the ‘general approval’ of the 
President. who will announce it 
in a special agriculture message 
o Congress 


He said that it wil! be in 
cluded also in Mr. Kennedy's 
State of the Union message, 
which is being ironed out in 
daily sessions with top-level 
White House advisers 

Freeman made a flying visit 


from Washington to Palm Beach 
to tackle farm problems with Mr 
Kennedy 

Seeking Over-All Balance. 

As he boarded an Air Force 
jet plane to return home last 
night, the Secretary of Agricul 
ture reported that the new farm 
program “will make use of our 
abundance and will strengthen 
farm incomes.” 

it will seek “an hal 
ance to make use of our abun- 
dance,”’ he told reporters 

Mr. Kennedy was keeping his 
advisers busy here as he mixed 
work on a variety of reports to 
Congress with relaxation. and 
visits to his ailing father in the 
hospital 

The living room of the ocean 
front mansion the Kennedys are 
occupving for the holidays was a 
scene of men at work last night 
The President invited news pho 
tographers in and posed with the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Mr 
Kennedy was conducting his con- 
ference from a rocking chair 

Freeman described the new 
farm program as “updated and 
modernized for the 60s"’ to keep 
agriculture moving ahead along 
with the President's general pro- 
gram. Freeman said that every 
conceivable idea that economists 
and other experts have come up 
with has been considered in 
framing the new program

Chairman Sam J. Ervin 
(Dem.), North Carolina, of the 
Senate constitutional! rights sub- 
committee requested the investi- 
gation in a letter to Secretary 
of Defense Robert S. McNamara 

Ervin said Congress raised 
armies for national defense, ‘‘not 
for participation in private com 
mercial ventures.’ If it is true 
that soldiers were compelled to 
participate in filming Zanuck’s 
“The Longest Day,’ then the 
Army is responsible for a situa- 
tion closely resembling involun 
tary servitude, Ervin said 

‘*The Longest Day” is billed as 
a movie of D-day, the American- 
led World War II invasion of 
Normandy June 6, 1944 

Actor Robert Mitchum, who 
plays a brigadier general in the 
movie, stirred a controversy last 
month when he was reported to 
have said that soldiers selected 
to re-enact the assault were 
afraid to board landing craft in 
stormy The Army denied 
the accusation 

It was learned that Ervin’'s 
subcommittee has received com 
plaints from United States troops 
stationed in Rochefort, France, 
detailing alleged threats by offi- 
cers if thev did not volunteer 
to work with Zanuck’s movie 
crews 

“At first it was a voluntary 
mission and then later orders 
came down from higher head- 
quarters that this was a manda- 
tory training mission,”’ one sol- 
dier wrote 

Ervin said he had no objec- 
tion to military personnel par- 
ticipating in commercial movies, 
*‘providing such activity by serv- 
ice men is voluntary.’ 

‘‘However, I think it exceeds 
the constitutional! authority of the 
military to compel a_ service 
man to do so,” he said 

William A. Creech, Ervin’s 
chief counsel, said Ervin would 
await the Pentagon's explanation 
before deciding whether to order 
an investigation by the consti- 
tutional rights subcommittee.

—The medical needs of persons 
on relief are not being met in 
some states, the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare 
said yesterday. 

In a report on the medical 
resources available to the needy, 
the department said that even 
private charity and free serv- 
ices from doctors and hospitals 
are not enough to insure ade- 
quate care for all needing it 

The report was prepared for 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee to help in considera- 
tion of the Administration's re- 
quest for a medical care pro- 
gram under the social security 
system 

The level of medical care pro- 
vided for the indigent varies so 
widely among states that it 
difficult to draw any general 
conclusions, the department 
said. It said that under the old- 
age assistance program, medical 
payments for recipients vary 
from 44 cents a’ month each in 
Mississippi to $55 a month in 
New York 

An earlier study, the report 
said, showed that $15 a month 
is the average private expendi- 
ture for medical care by per

KATANGA MINING 
FIRM ACCUSED 
IN UN, REPORT

UMITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec 
29— The United Nations made 
public yesterday a report charg- 
ing that the management of the 
Union Miniere du Haut-Katanga 
had ellowed ‘murderous at- 
tacks’’ to be made on U.N. per- 
gonnel from the company’s in- 
stallations in Elisabethville. At 
the same time, the report said 
executives of the mining com- 
pany had protested against the 
defensive actions of the U.N 
force 

Sture T. Linner, chief U.N 
official in The Congo, made the 
report. It contained the first de- 
tailed accusations against the 
huge mining complex although 
# had been suggested here in 
the past that company execu- 
tives have favored the seces 
sionist forces of President Moise 
Tshombe of Katanga. 

' The report said also that U.N 
forces had captured a map that 
indicated the houses from which 
the snipers had been firing on 
the U.N. troops 

As of Dec. 18, when Tshombe 
left for Kitona to negotiate with 
Premier Cyrille Adoula of the 
central Congo government, the 
U.N. forces have withheld their 
fire unless fired on. 

Linner’s report said that at 
the moment of Tshombe’s de- 
parture, U:N. troops were heavi- 
ly fired on with mortars and ma- 
chine guns from several sites 
inside the Union Miniere prop- 
erty, including the Union Miniere 
hospital. It attributed the fire 
principally to ‘‘a hard core of 
non-African extremists and mer- 
cenaries.”’ 

It said the extremists did 
want an end to the fighting, 
the past activities of many 
them make them anxious to 
avoid coming w the 
of criminal justice.”

CUBANS PUT UP 
COLD WAR WALL, 
A CACTUS HEDGE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)

For Urban Federation 

The idea that one merged city and 
county government should be im- 
posed, by State constitutional amend- 
ment upon the metropolitan St. 
Louis area, is based upon two high- 
ly questionable assumptions. 

These are (1) that the citizens of 
this area are wholly incapable of 
deciding, through action of a Metro 
politan Board of Freeholders, which 
form of area-wide government is 
best suited to their needs, and (2) 
that city-county consolidation repre- 
sents the only workable plan. 

Long before the 1958-59 Metropoli- 
tan Board of Freeholders finished 
its labors, some of its members re- 
alized that.the local government sec- 
tion of the Missouri Constitution (Ar- 
ticle 6, Section 30A) rather severely 
restricted its efforts to devise an ef- 
fective tailor-made plan of govern- 
ment for the St. Louis metropolitan 
area. The result was that one prom- 
ising form of area-wide government 
which would have had a more char- 
itable regard for local traditions— 
urban federation—wasn’t even con- 
sidered by the Freeholders. 

Why cannot the State. Constitu- 
tion be amended to enable a future

At Europe's New Frontier 

The European Common Market faces a 
serious cyisis. Unless its Council of Ministers, 
meeting in Brussels, agrees on an agricul- 
tural policy by, midnight Sunday, further 
steps towartt the economic and political in- 
tegration of the ‘continent will be postponed 
for a period of from one to ihree years. In 
view of the rapid progress made in solving 
thornier problems, such a setback might be 
a psychological disappointment out af pro- 
portion to its real importance: 

The 1957 Treaty of Rome provides for a 
pause, if necessary, by allowing any one of 
the six signatories to call a halt in the first 
stage of its implementation, scheduled to end 
with the year. Once the second stage is en- 
tered, the time-table can be held up only by 
a unanimous vote. 

A halt, however, might reawaken pessi- 
mistic objections to the European Economie 
Community as only an idealistic conception 
without a chance for practical success. It 
would complicate Britain’s application for 
membership. It would handicap President 
Kennedy's plan to adjust American trade 
policy to the changing. European pattern. 
And the loss of momentum could dampen 
enthusiasm and determination. 

As indicated by a Belgian note to the ECC 
council, the untoward effect would be all the 
greater because the halt, if there is to be a 
halt, would result from a problem long re- 
garded as purely technical. Put in Europe as 
in the United States, farm problems often 
become more political than economic. 

With a discontented peasantry, France is 
insisting on a firm agreement on free trade 
in farm products. This would be imple- 
mented over a period of years, but the 
French want all the essential decisions made 
now for fear that West Germany, with its 
highly subsidized agriculture, and some other 
Common Market members might be inclined, 
once the stage of unanimous decisions had 
been reached, to shy away from agreements 
not popular with their farmers. 


If Europeans in general were not fully 
aware of these difficulties, the Council 
Ministers has been.in no such ignorance. 
worked overtime until adjourning on Dec 
for the Christmas holidays: and it did make 
progress, especially since Germany was will- 
ing to make concessions for the sake of 
broader objectives. 

The Belgian note suggests a similar con- 
cern on the part of other governments. And 
it is hard to believe that France will remain 
overly stubborn in view of its enthusiasm for 
the Common Market, a French concept, and 
the gains made possible for the French 
economy. 

The first stage under the Treaty of Rome 
was to be a time of testing. Europe’s entry 
on the second stage—with its requirement of 
unanimity—would signify that the economic 
community had been established in fact. 
This would be the point of no return. 

Negotiations with Britain and other coun- 
tries would remain. So would questions as 
to the degree of association to be extended 
to the Commonwealth and to the new states 
of Africa and perhaps Asia. And other issues 
would arise. But the six original members 
would have achieved the mechanism of com- 
mon action for a common purpose. 

A year’s delay hardly would be serious, 
except that at this crucial point it would play 
into the hands of those with little faith in 
Europe's ability to resume its role in the 
Western world. So it is to he hoped that the 
men of Brussels will not stop short of their 
new frontier. 


Role for the U.N. 


The United States was right to reject an 
official third-party role in possible negotia- 
tions between The Netherlands. and Indone- 
sia on the control of West New Guinea, as re- 
quested by the Dutch. The United States 
supported Indonesia’s struggle for independ- 
ence from Dutch rule, but the New Guinea 
dispute is one in which it should not take 
part. The United Nations is the appropriate 
agency here, although the United States 
should, of course, use its good offices un- 
officially, if practical, to bring the disputants 
together. President Sukarno of Indonesia 
seems to have cooled off a bit and now offers 
to negotiate, although on terms clearly unac- 
ceptable to the Dutch. The most important 
factor in the whole dispute is national pride, 
surely an insufficient cause for armed con- 
flict. A solution on the order of a temporary 
U.N. trusteeship ought to satisfy’ everyone, 
including the Papuans who inhabit the con- 
tested territory. 


Another Postponement 


The Kennedy Administration’s reported 
plan to establish an urban post in the Cabinet, 
but to defer an order on housing discrimina- 
tion, illustrates how pragmatic politics can 
override the best laid plans of campaigners. 

As a campaigner, Mr. Kennedy could hardly 
have been more outspoken in demanding an 
executive order to prohibit racial segregation 
in all kinds of federally-supported housing. 
Denouncing the Eisenhower Administration 
for doing nothing, he said that all that was 
needed was a “stroke of the pen.” This was 
also the firm conviction of his choice for 
housing administrator, Robert C. Weaver. 
Only a month ago, such an order was said to 
have been prepared for issuance. 

Now, apparently, the housing order will be 
delayed, at least until after Congress adjourns 
next summer. Administration officials say 
privately that immediate issuance of such an 
order would alienate Southern Congressmen 
whose support is needed for major legisla- 
tion involving care of the aged. and tariffs 
and taxes. This is the same explanation that 
was Offered early in the session for post- 
ponement of all serious civil rights measures 
and, unfortunately, it still fits the reality of 
the congressional situation. The Administra- 
tion needs all the votes it can muster on is- 
sues of grave national import; civil rights 
matters must wait though meanwhile the Jus- 
tice Department is pushing integration under 
present law. ° 

Out of this reported plan for delay the na- 
tion can still gain one great benefit, in the 
form of.a Department of. Urban Affairs and 
Housing which Dr. Weaver is tikely to head. 
The President can establish this Cabinet post 
under his reorganization powers without wait- 
ing upon Congress, and his opponents would 
have to win a majority vote to veto the plan 
within 60 days. An urban nation, growing 
more urban each passing day, needs an offi- 
cer with the prestige and authority to deal 
with problems often neglected because of the 


rural hold on state and national legislatures. 
President Kennedy will deserve commenda- 
tion from the urban two thirds of the people 
when he gives them a Cabinet post. At the 
same time the anti-discrimination housing 
order remains a commitment which cannot 
rightly be postponed forever. 


The Congo’s Chance for Peace 


Men of good will must hope that the con- 
stitutional talks started by representatives of 
the Congolese Central Government and of 
secessionist Katanga will bring an end to 
civil strife—even though fresh incidents and 
the defiant talk of some Katangans qualifies 
such expectations. 

A solid understanding seemingly was 
reached at Kitona little more than a week 
ago when Katanga’s Tshombe accepted “the 
indivisible unity” of The Congo and acknowl- 
edged the central authority. But the very 
next day, he said that this agreement would 
have to be “ratified” by his cabinet; and the 
cabinet, saying the agreement had been “im- 
posed,” passed it on to the provincial as- 
sembly, most of whose members were cut of 
town. That sort of irresponsibility discounts 
Tshombe’s signature. 


Developments outside The Congo, however, 
should convince the Katangans—and their 
European backers—that it is time to call off 
their risky game. Washington has clearly 
indicated its support of the U.N. Far from 
suppressing legitimate aspirations of the Ka- 
tangans and playing into the hands of the 
Communists, our government has been back- 
ing the one policy best designed to curb the 
Communist stooge, Gizenga, and to block in- 
tervention by the Soviet Union. The in- 
fluence of the so-called Katanga lobby, espe- 
cially in Belgium and Britain, has been ex- 
posed. And Tshombe should realize by now 
that if he again reneges, the Afro-Asian bloc 
will demand conclusive action against him. 
And how can the mine-owners countenance 
an out-and-out civil war and its opportunities 
for Communist participation? 

The new conversations may lead to some- 
what greater powers for the provinces of the 
Congolese federation, but they cannot ab- 
solve Katanga from its share of responsibility 
for the country as a whole. In the light of 
experience, the representatives also may ac- 
knowledge their need for European tutelage. 
Here the renewal of relations with Belgium 
is a hopeful sign since Belgian civil servants 

not agents of Belgian mine-owners—are 
best qualified to guide the Adoula govern- 
ment toward peace and prosperity. Failure 
would doom the aspirations of the Congolese, 
undermine the U.N. and probably turn Africa 
into a battle-ground of East and West. 


Wiretaps for Segregation | 

The New Orleans indictment of three Lou- 
isiana segregationists for wiretapping comes 
under a federal statute which has more often 
been ignored than enforced. Yet the case 
demonstrates why it should be enforced. 

A federal grand jury indicted a state sen- 
ator, a private detective and a business man 
from Baton Rouge. They are accused of 
tapping telephone canversations of a rabbi, a 
minister and a leader of the American 
Friends Service Committee wl.o fought segre- 
gation. The indictment charges that the 
messages were intercepted and passed on to 
other persons, which violates the federal 
Communications Act. The minister involved 
was forced to resign from his church. 

One reason for lack of more vigorous at- 
tention to the federal bar against wiretapping 
is the desire of law enforcement officials to 
use wiretaps themselves. They argue for 
legalized wiretapping under controlled condi- 
tions, but wiretaps are hard enough to.con- 
trol without being legalized. In Louisiana, 
the wiretaps allegedly were used not to en- 
force a law, but in violation of one and to the 
detriment of others respecting civil rights. 
Such abuses ought to warn anyone who is 
bemused with the idea of legalized mechan- 
ical eavesdropping. 


The First 50 Years 


Readers may be excused if they are not ac- 
quainted with the’ National Civic Review, 
which deserves honor on its fiftieth anniver- 
sary. The National Municipal League publi- 
cation, which for 47 years was the National 
Municipal Review, is not intended to be a 
popular magazine, but it is a highly useful 
one dealing with state and municipal affairs. 
Though these involve the governments closest 
to us all, they also represent rather neglected 
areas Of American public life. Yet their 
expenditures have been growing with their 
problems, at a tremendous rate. 

Our urban areas, as Paul N. Ylvisaker of 
the Ford Foundation notes in the current 
Review, are rather remarkable. They are 
dominated by rural legislatures, shackled by 
jurisdictional chains and assaulted by autos 
and technological change, but still growing 
rapidly. The United States is becoming an 
urban nation without being prepared for it, 
or quite knowing what to do about it. The 
Review diligently searches for what can be 
done about it. We hope the publication’s first 
50 years were the hardest, and that from now 
on more citizens will share its rightful con- 
cern with metropolitan America. 


Ingenuity or Turpitude? 


Only a few payrollers and perhaps a few 
more opportunists lament the passing of the 
old Office of Civil Defense Mobilization. As 
a response to the threat of the big bombs, it 
was good for a smile and, the General Ac- 
counting Office now reports, for some gen- 
tee! boodle. The Government pressed mil- 
lions on the civil defenders, and they found 
odd ways of making use of the money. 

For example, one community collected 
$69,230 from Washington toward the building 
of a veterans’ memorial assembly hall which 
it has been renting for meetings, dinners, 
dances and the like. When the first blue- 
prints were labeled.“auditorium,” they were 
sternly rejected; but they were accepted 
when relettered “mass feeding area.” The 
GAO found that Civil Defense funds had gone 
Similarly for equipment ranging from radio 
Systems to police badges. : 

The Government's auditors believe this 
‘was reprehensible, and so indeed it was. But 
the Civil Defense people felt they had to do 
something! Their job has been assigned to 
the Pentagon, yet some people wonder 
whether Civil Defense dollars will be spent 
much more effectively. But this is just one 
of the arms race’s fringe worries,

California Fires: 


A Governmental Failure 


Special Interests Have Blocked Needed Building and Zoning Changes

The threat of a disastrous fire on the 
hills that ring the Los Angeles basin is 
not a new one. Even to the least ob- 
servant, there have been hundreds of 
warnings and ample time to meet the 
problem. In the Malibu area alone, 
the Los Angeles County Fire Depart- 
ment has fought 33 conflagrations 
which consumed more than 100 acres 
since 1925, the 33 fires burning over 
273 square miles and causing property 
Joss valued at $2,225,335. 


The Bel Air-Brentwood fire and its 
companion conflagration, the Topanga 
Canyon burn, are 
the worst in the 
history of the city. 
It is doubtful if the 
of fires could have 
been prevented — 
fire prevention re- 
mains a venture of 
qualified success, 
But the disaster might have been mini- 
mized, according to Deputy Chief Mar- 
vin Meador of the L.A.F.D., had the 
city made any sincere efforts to do so. 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Both the city and county fire depart- 
ments, backed with the unofficial au- 
thority of the National Fire Under- 
writers, have long urged elective of- 
ficials to set minimum standards for 
hillside developments. The standards, 
when set, turned out to be inadequate 
to growing population pressures; county 
and city officials moved slowly to close 
the gap. 


Anxious to squeeze every. possible 
dollar out of the disappearing hillside 
land, developers and subdividers have 
crowded homes together on narrow 
lots, ignoring the fire department's 
protests that equipment could not get 
te the brush immediately behind the 
homes, unhampered until recently by 
any restrictions in the building and 
safety codes. 

The situation is not hopeless. There 
are individuals and conscientious ,civil 
servants anxious to alleviate the fire 
hazards. But the opposition or indif- 
ference they encounter is frustrating 
and ultimately discouraging. 


The building industry has offered the 
most opposition to changes within the 
building and safety codes of both city 
and county. The protests are plainly 
based on economics — fire protection 


Between Book 


THE MANDARINS, by Robert M., 
Marsh. (Free Press, 300 pags., $5.) 


“In the days of Old China, men 
studied for years, sat in isolated exam- 
ination booths for days, hoping to gain 
entrance to the imperial bureaucracy 
to ascend ultimately to the inner courts 
of the Son of Heaven, the Emperor.’

costs money and the costs must be 
passed on to the buyer. 

The county has upgraded its sub- 
division ordinance for hillside tracts, 
demanding wider access roads and fire- 
fighting easements around homes, The 
ordinance met with opposition from 
the building industry which views this 
sort of open ground as waste.

Finally installed after 
a two-year delay, the pumping station 
provided adequate water pressure in 
the canyon during the three-day holo- 
caust. Fire burned both canyon walls 
but not a home was lost. Meanwhile, 
waterless Bel Air suffered heavy 
damage. 

In 1959, the city attempted to put 
through an ordinance prohibiting park- 
ing on narrow hillside streets in order 


to provide access for emergency ve 
hicles. Residents in the areas devel- 
oped in the days. of one-car-to-afamily 
architecture gathered a petition; the 
proposed ordinance was allowed to die. 
The fire department still cannot get 
vehicles through the narrow roads. 

Suggestions made by the fire depart- 
ment as far back as 1945 have met 
with even more opposition, much of it 
coming from lobbyists of the lumber 
industry who seek to prevent any form 
of legislation, local or state-wide, which 
would limit the use of forest products, 
Since fire-retardant materials are not 
likely to be made of wood, the oppe- 
sition to such long-advocated measures 
as fire-retardant roofs in hillside areas 
is unending. 

Fire prevention will never eliminate 
fire completely, and will be even less 
effective on the highly combustible hill- 
sides. The major need of firefighters 
has been, and will continue to be, ade- 
quate water, a commodity in short sup- 
ply in Southern California. 

The toll in the Bel Air-Brentwood 
and Topanga Canyon fires demon- 
strates twin failures by the elected 
officials of the city and county: lack 
of leadership and lack of resistence to 
vested interests.

C. Weaver, “We can look for a 
5 to 10 per cent increase in 
housing starts, or an annual to- 
tal (including farm and non- 
farm) of between 1.4 and L$ 
million new dwelling units.” 


Viewpoints Varied. 


The Commerce Department 
has predicted 1.4 million starts. 
It cited as continuing favorable 
factors “‘somewhat lower mort- 
gage interest rates than in the 
past few years,” increased de- 
mand for housing for the elderly 
and for urban renewal sites, and 
a shift in demand away from 
one- and two-family houses to 
multi-family buildings. 

Growing popularity of shell 
houses (the “‘sweat equity” or 
finish-it-yourself type) and man- 
ufactured (prefabricated) homes 
may be important market in- 
fluences, according to the de- 
partment. 

But the consensus of speakers 
at the U.S. Savings and Loan 
League convention was reported 
to be little change in 1962, with 
a plateau of 1.3 million starts 
likely to prevail for a year or 
two 

The League's committee on 
trends and economic policies 
pointed out that the 1961 starts 
increase came chiefly in the 
multi-family field. It said mul- 
tiple dwelling units now account 
for about 28 per cent of total 
starts, compared to 20 per cent 
in 1959 and 10 per cent in 1955. 

In the first nine months of 
1961, according to the Census 
Bureau on three-family 
and larger houses covered 216,- 
000 dwelling units, compared to 
214.000 in all of 1960. Starts on 
one- and two-family units fell 
below their 1960 pace 

Builders See Uncertainty. 

More bullish was the National 
League of Insured Savings As- 
sociations. Its managing direc- 
tor, Kenneth G. Heisler, pre- 
dicted 1.45 million starts next 
year, with the second half 
stronger than January-June. 

But 41 per cent of the builders 
surveyed by the National Asso- 
ciation of Home Builders called 
the market uncertain. Only 2 per 
cent felt it was strong. Thirty- 
four per cent said moderate to 
strong and 23 per cent said soft.

Ed Link, More Than an Inventor 


Flight Trainer Is Only Part of Fame Earned by Adventurer 


Jack V. Fox 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29 (UPI). 


MENTION THE WORDS “Link 
Trainer’ to anyone old enough to 
remember World War II, and 
they know what you mean—the 
simulated cockpit that trained 
thousands of pilots on the ground. 

Ask them who Ed Link is— 
and you probably will draw « 
blank. 

But the fact is that the 57- 
year-old Binghamton (N. Y.) mil- 
lionaire is currently engaged in 
underwater archeological expedi- 
tions and experiments in ocean- 
ography that may bring him more 
fame than did the trainer. 

Link and his wife Marion, a 
former newspaper reporter, in 
the past few years have had a 
series of adventures to make 
America’s swarms of skindivers 
turn sea-green with envy. 

Diving off Haiti, they recovered 
what is believed to be an anchor 
from Columbus's sunken flagship 
the Santa Maria, and found evi- 
dence that in 1492 the discoverer 
of the New World first spotted 
not San Salvador but the tiny 
island of Caicos. 

In the Sea of Galilee in north- 
ern Palestine, Link found a pave- 
ment 15 feet below water which 
experts believe may be the place 
where the disciples, Peter and 
Paul, dried their nets with other 
fishermen. 

Link was arrested in Greece 
earlier this year in what to him 
was a most irritating but to oth- 
ers rather hilarious misunder- 
standing over where he was per- 
mitted to look for underwater 
historical treasures near the Bay 
of Corinth. 

The movie, “Boy On a Dol- 
phin,” with Sophia Loren and 
Clifton Webb, had just been 
shown in Greece. It is the story 
of a millionaire archeologist who 
sailed his yacht into Greek wa- 
ters and was apprehended try- 
ing to get away with an Etrus- 
can figure. 


When Link brought his $500,- 
000, ultra-modern diving craft, 
Seadiver, into the same waters 
he might as well have been 
Clifton Webb. Secret Service 
men dogged him. Despite 
clearance from an admiral of 
the Greek navy, he was 
charged with diving in forbid- 
den areas and was fined $740. 


He is undecided whether to 
appeal or forget the whole 
thing. 


Now the Seadiver is moored in 
Monaco until May, when Link 
will sail for Sicily. Off the an- 
cient port of Syracuse he will 
look for evidence of a great 
naval battle fought before the 
birth of Christ, and for the re- 
mains of a Christian church 
that was being shipped to Sicily 
when it was lost in a storm. 

His favorite new project he 
terms ‘“‘Man- In Sea,"’ and he 
thinks it may have an impor- 
tance approaching that of ‘Man 
In Space.” 

Link is developing equipment 
to enable man to live in the 
ocean for weeks on end while he 
tends marine gardens to feed 
an overpopulated world, brings 
out mineral treasures and de- 
velops underwater meteorology 
to make weather forecastinng far 
more accurate. 


On the practical side, he is

negotiating with Tufts and other 
colleges to offer a course in his- 
tory for students who would take 
a cruise on his Seadiver, going 
down for artifacts and explor- 
ing underwater cities, using—as 
Link did—Columbus’s journal, 
the Bible and other historic doc- 
uments as ‘‘maps.”’

his trainer for instrurnent flying, 
he says. 

He became a pilot when he 
was 22, and still flies. In his 
youth he was a barnstormer, 
taking part in flying circuses 
that performed from farmers’ 
fields in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey. 

His family owned a piano 
factory, and it was there and 
at the airport that he assem- 
bled the Link Trainer. He sold 
the first one to the Army Air 
Force in 1933 after President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt ordered 
the military to take over flying 
the mail. 


Link’s big business break came 
in 1935 when Japan ordered 35 
of his trainers. The State Depart- 
ment urged him to make the sale 
to help improve relations and— 
ironically—some of the Japanese 
pilots in the Pearl Harbor attack 
got the rudiments of flying in the 
Link. 

During World War II, Link’s 
company sold about 12,900 train- 
ers to the American and Allied 
forces. The first machine cost 
about $3500. Today the Link 
division of General Precision 
manufactures fantastically com- 
plicated models for the new jets 
—at a cost of $1,500,000 each. 

The role of corporation presi- 
dent with its endless problems 
of financing, sales and produc- 
tion failed to absorb all of Link's 
energies. For years he had sailed 
boats as a hobby. About 10 years 
ago, he and his wife got their 
first taste of diving to explore 
underwater wrecks. The “bug” 
got them immediately, and they 
gave diving more and more time. 
In 1959 Link retired—on the day 


the specially-designed Seadiver 
was launched. 

Their sons, William. 24, and 
Clayton, 21, also are diving en- 


thusiasts. 

Link finds it hard to wait. until 
spring to begin diving again. By 
nature, he cannot be idle. He 
now spends much of his time at 
the Binghamton plant working on 
the ‘“‘elevator’’ diving tank which 


is to be the first step in project 
*‘Man In Sea.”

Using T'V to Encourage Children to Read 


Effort by KMOX-TV to Tie Books in With Popular Shows 


Imaginative

CAN TELEVISION encourage 
children to read? 

Five years ago many St. 
Louis educators would have 
answered an emphatic ‘‘NO!”"’ 
The advent of television here 
brought a big drop in reading. 
One librarv reported that its 
book withdrawals declined by 
100,000 in a single year. But now 
the situation is changing. Thanks 
in part to Station KMOX-TV 
and its imaginative effort to tie 
in reading with children's shows, 
many youngsters in the 100-mile 
radius of the station's viewing 
area are beginning to delve into 
a long list of selected books. 

“We now approve of selective 
TV as a supplement to studies 
rather than condemn it as a dis- 
traction,”” explained Mrs. Glenys 
Unruh, resource teacher for in- 
structional materials in the Uni- 
versity City school district. 

When KMOX-TV first queried 
Philip J. Hickey, St. Louis Pub- 
lic Schools Superintendent of In- 


struction, about the value of 
such a program, he asked 
eagerly, “‘When can you start?’ 
Later, as the program devel- 


oped, he wrote in a letter to his 
school principals: ‘‘This project. 
which we understand is the first 
of its type in the United States, 
points the way toward the use of 
television programs in a most 
valuable educational manner.” 

The reading service is built 
around a limited number of 
programs which are of interest 
to elementary and high school 
students. A special committee 

periodically selects supplemen- 
tary reading for these shows. 
Well in advance of the pro 
grams, school principals receive 
a list of recommended shows for 
distribution to teachers. This is 
accompanied by bibliographies 
for various ages. As a public 
service, the list is made avail- 
able to all public, private and 
parochial! schools in the St. Louis 
metronolitan area, which takes 
in St. Charles and Jefferson coun- 
ties as well as the East Side. No 
less than 830 schools are partic- 
ipating. 

Although this’ three-month-old 
Program is in its infancy, it al- 
ready has an enthusiastic follow- 
ing among teachers who know 
oniy too well what it is to cope 
with pupils made blearyv-eved hy 
hours of watching 
programs 

Frankly,” one teacher stated. 
“T feel this way about television 
if you can't lick ‘em, join ’em. 
Or, in the words of Sister John 
Francis, Rosati-Kain High School 
librarian, “If we expect televi- 
sion programming to be up- 
graded, as educators we must be 
prepared to spend more time on 
it. For years I have promised 
myself if I ever had the chance 
I would do something about 
making TV better.” She was as 

good as her word and is now a 
member of the TV Reading Serv- 
ice Committee. 

“There is a changed attitude 
toward TV today,”’ she said. 
“Children and grownups both 
are looking for knowledge, not 
just entertainment. In the late 
1949s the Public Library survey 
indicated that people were tak- 
ing out mostly adult fiction and 
Westerns. Now they want 
mostly non-fiction. Television 
reflects this trend. 

“Last year in New Orleans an 
8-vear-old boy told me al! about 
Peter the Great forcing the Rus- 
sian nobles to cut off their beards 
after Peter returned from living 
in Western Europe. The child 
told me he'd learned about Peter 

on a TV program. I was 15 be- 
fore I learned about Peter the 
Great. Parents should teach their 
children good TV viewing habits 
as carefully as they teach them 
good reading habits. 

“Children should be taught to 
be as critical of the TV programs 
they watch as of the books they 
read. 

“I feel that if

television is 
can increase 
a child's power of concentration. 
A TV program is fast-moving 
A child can dawdle over a book 
but not over TV. He must pay 
attention because he knows the 
TV will not repeat itself. 

“The recommended programs 
are well-chosen and interesting. 
and youngsters are encouraged 
to delve farther by reading the 
related books.” 

Although educators have no- 
ticed a marked broadening of 
oral vocabulary and general 
knowledge in today’s TV-inocu- 
lated youngsters, many parents 
have been mystified by the ap- 
peal of television 

“Television does have its spe- 
cial attraction, even though it 
should be used primarily as a 
supplement to reading,”’ said 
Miss Bessie Chandler, instructor 
in early childhood education at 
Washington University and kin- 
dergarten teacher at the Sim- 
mons School. ‘Television ap- 
peals simultaneously to a child’s | 
visual and auditory senses; 
books, merely to his vision. The 
more senses a child uses to re- 
ceive an idea, the faster he 
learns, In addition, television 
programs are usually accompa- 
nied by some sort of music, 
which is yet another method of 
communication. 

“A child can move about when 
he watches television. He can 
put on a Confederate hat or a 
spaceman’s helmet and act out 
a program as he watches it. Re- 
living an experience is an im- 
portant part of the child’s learn- 
ing process. This immediate 
dramatization is much more fun 
than waiting until later, as he 
must when temporarily immobil- 
ized by reading.” 

Television has cultural status 
with children, said Miss Leone 
Garvey, supervisor of chil- 
dren's services of the St. Louis 
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Hanley Junior High School in University City uses bulletin board to encourage participation

“Youngsters think that if a 
book is good enough to put on 
TV it's good enough to read. 
I believe that even indiscrim- 
inate TV viewing gives a child 
a broad cultural background. 
That terrible hypnotic fascina- 
tion which keeps children 
glued to the set for hours 
without changing the station 
exposes them to a lot of pro- 
grams they wouldn't see other- 
wise. 


“Of course. vou never know 
what's going to make a child 
catch fire. You have to make the 
programs and the reading lists 
as broad as possible to provide 
something for everybody. For 
instance, a program featuring 
Walter Lord's book ‘The Good 
Years’, a study of Amerioan life 
from 1900 to World War I, has a 
bibliography which ‘includes Sally 
Benson's ‘Meet Me In St. Louis’, 
Lord's ‘A Night To Remember’, 
O’Conner’s ‘Last Hurrah’, and 
Anthony's ‘Susan B, Anthony and 
Her Era’, 

“Even in summertime 
children descend like locusts on 
libaries, especially in under- 
privileged neighborhoods where 
reading is almost the only re- 
source. In such neighborhoods, 
television helps children over 
come cultural deprivation. Even 
the very poor often have TV sets 
nowadays, and their chikiren are 
not as out of step as they used 
to be. TV helps them catch up.”’

“The skillful reader can make 
use of his imagination as he 
goes along. The others are so 
struggling with grammar 
and vocabulary they 
time or energy to form exciting 
mental pictures. Seeing a book 
dramatized on. television gives 
them for the first time an idea 
of what's between the covers.”’ 

A University City fifth-grader 
explained it this way: ‘‘Why do 
I like the TV reading program? 
When you read the stuff you 
don't know whether you get the 
right idea. But when you see 
the book on TV you get the 
real picture.” 

The possibility of stimulating 
the child with reading problems 
is one which interests Ralph 
Young, director of the Carver 
House branch of Wesley House, 
settlement house at 3035 Bell 
avenue. Young, in conjunction 
with the Banneker School dis- 
trict, has worked out a_ study 
plan for 100 underprivileged 
youngsters in the fourth through 
eighth grades. The children, 
from one to three years behind 
in their school work, come to 
study at Carver House each 
weekday afternoon and evening. 
Young and his assistants try to 
help them improve their study 
habits 

Young plans to assign two to 
seven children in each section ol 
his study group to watch KMOX- 
TV programs and make a panel 
report to their Carver House 
class. These reports will be 
taped and played back to the 
children for discussion and 
criticism, 

“This operation has three 
goals,” he explained. ‘First, 
it will give these children an 
idea of what is a good tele- 
vision program. Second, it 
will give them much-needed 
practice in putting their ideas 
into words and speaking in 
public. Third, it will encour- 
age the proper kind of read- 
ing. I'd like this program 
eventually to reach every child 
at Carver House.”’

He Restores Art Treasures

NEW YORK, 

Dec, 29 (UPT). 
FRENCH-BORN Robert Houni- 
gringer calls himself a ‘Satur- 
day night and Sunday painter.” 
He never has sold one of his 


«works, but if you add up the 


value of the paintings he has 
restored and refinished, the total 
runs many times over that $2,- 
300,000 which the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art paid recently for 
a Rembrandt. 

Hounigringer’s latest assign- 
ment will take him to Washing- 
ton to clean and, where neces- 
Sary, restore paintings which 
long have been part of the White 
House furnishings. He said there 
are ‘about 65°" paintings in- 
volved, most of them portraits. 
They do not include additions by 
the Kennedy family. 

“I've been a Saturday night 
and Sunday painter since I was 


a child,” sai the 45-year-old 
Hounigringer. ‘“‘I just keep the 
works, although galleries ever 


so often ask me to exhibit.” 

In the 15 years he has been re 
storing, he said he has worked 
on an average of $30,000 worth of 
art each day. That would run to 
some $120,000,000 in paintings for 
foundations, universities, insti- 
tutes, museums, art galleries and 
private collectors. 

His private customers have in- 
cluded former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, Artur Rubinstein, 
Mrs. Julius Ochs Adler, the 
Duke of Talleyrand, Assistant 
Secretary of State W. Averell 
Harriman, the Belmont family 
and even artists themselves — 
Chagall, Miro and Dali.

“Now I have heard of other cases of Bell’s Palsy where 


the person was given B-12 shots regularly and was told to mas- | 


sage the face. I wondered if that would be quicker. —MRS. D. 
There’s every likelihood that your doctor gave you 
Vitamin B shots and now has you on Vitamin B cap- 
sules, so you are getting essentially the same treat- 
ment. Massage tends to keep the muscles in tone. 
Other form of physical therapy may be in order, de- 
pending on the extent of your trouble. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I have fungus toenails.

There’s a possible risk that a fungus infection of 

the toenails, if not treated, may deform them in time 
and in that sense “have ill effects later.” 

For some, at least, of the more common fungus 
infections, the fairly new drug griseofulvin is very 
effective. However, since the nails grow so slowly, it 
probably will require treatment with the drug over a 
long period of time. Your doctor must prescribe the 
proper dosage.

The soil was rich, and the crops 
were good, but the time came 
when there were too many na- 
tives. This lead some of them to 
go to other islands. It is believed 
that Samoan voyagers settled 
New Zealand to the south, and 
the Hawaiian Islands to the 
north 

When they reached the Samoan 
Islands, the Polynesians found 
many kinds of plants growing in 
the rich soil, including coconut 
palms. There were a few kinds 
of birds, and among them were 
‘‘tooth-billed pigeons.’ These 
still exist, but rough parts of the 
bills were mistaken for teeth 
when they were named. Like 
other birds, they are without 
true teeth. 

White men visited the Samoan 
Islands about two centuries ago, 
and brought livestock, including 
pigs. Before long the natives be- 
came fond of pork, but they 
made a rule that this meat cauld 
be eaten on'y when guests were 
present in their homes. 

The pigs roamed around, look- 
ing for food, and became a dan- 
ger to the tooth-billed pigeons, 
which made their nests on the 
ground. There was fear that the 
strange birds would become ex- 
tinct, but some of them changed 
their old ways. They built nests 
in trees, instead of on the ground, 
and saved their young from the 
pigs!
